Freedom 


Not for a hundred years 
has the freedom of the Press 
in Singapore been in such 
danger as it is today. If the 
People’s Action Party is in 
a position to form a govern- 
ment, one of its first concerns 


will be to bring the news- | 


papers to heel. This is the 
only construction that can 
be placed on the statements 
of P.A.P, leaders, including 
its chairman and _ secretary- 
general. If this conclusion is 
wrong, it is easy for P.A.P. 
to say so. Its leaders need 
only affirm their respect for 
the freedom of the Press, 
their respect for the right to 
criticise, their respect indeed 
for the rights of all political 
opposition. They must not, 
however, qualify their affirm- 
ation with “buts.” Like the 
individual, the Press is either 
free or not free. It can com- 
ment and criticise, subject 
to the laws of defamation 
and libel, or it has no soul to 
call its own. 

A censored Press remains 
bad even when it produces 
good things. A free

No more than anyone else, 
however, can the Russians 
do without rubber from the 
East, and it is reasonable to 
suppose there is in fact a 
steadily increasing overall 
demand for more rubber in 
Russia as elsewhere.

NEW BILL TO PROTECT THE 
UNIONS APPROVED Se teat tren 


KUALA LUMPUR, Apr. 23. 
‘THE Legislative Council today approved a new 
charter designed to promote the healthy 
growth of the Malayan trade union movement. 
The charter is regarded by the Government 
as a blow against subversives who seek to under- 
mine the unions and damage their name. 


It has three chief pro- — 


visions: 
@ in future only Federal 


citizens may hoid executive 
posts in the unions; 


@ A stricter control will 
be exercised on the expendi- 
ture of union funds to ensure 
they are properly spent; 

@ Membership of any one 
union will be confined to 
specific crafts or trades, ins- 
tead of the present “omni- 
bus” system, 


The Minister for Labour 
and Social Welfare, Mr. Ong 
Yoke Lin, was applauded 
when he said the Government 
would no _ longer tolerate 
“interlopers” in the move- 
ment.

“They have shuwn them- 
selves indifferent to the real 
interest of those they have 
claimed to represent,” he 
said.

@ He must not have been 
convicted of criminal breach 
of trust. extortion or inti- 
midation,

The Bill also says that 
not less than two-thirds of 
the officials of a union other 
than the secretary, treasurer 
and trustees must be en- 
gaged or employed in a trade 
or occupation with which the 
union is concerned. 

The bill ensures that a 
union’s financial affairs are 
properly regulated while it is 
being formed.

committee of Singapore UMNO has decided 

to postpone the matter of calling on its chairman, 

Dato Abdul Hamid bin Haji Jumat, to resign in 
the interest of party unity.

No final decision will be, 
made until the committee 
discusses the issue with 
Tengku Abdul Rahman, pre- 
sident of UMNO Malaya, who 
is expected in Singapore on 
April 21. 


The Tengku will be told 
that a “resign” resolution 
was passed by the executive 
committee by nine votes to 
eight, with two abstentions. 

The vote was taken after 
a stormy six-hour meeting 
which ended at 2 a.m. today 
Similar meetings had been 
held on the nights of April 
16 and 17. Each time the 
venue of the meeting was 
changed, and kept a strict 


secret. 
But neither Dato Abdul 
Hamid himself, the party’s 


deputy chairman, Inche Syed 
Ali Redha Alsagoff, or other 
committee members would 
confirm the voting decision. 


Whether the Dato (who is 
Minister for Loca} Govern- 
ment, Lands and Housing) 
will comply with the com- 
mittee’s wish that he resign 
may depend on the outcome 


of the discussions between 
the committee and the 
Tengku.

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PAP say communalism 
obstacle to merger 


SINGAPORE, Apr. 
19.—The People’s 
Action Party stated 
today that the big- 
gest obstacle in the 
way of a Malayan 
nation was com- 
munalism and politi- 
cal parties based on 
appeals to racial 
pride and religious 
exclusiveness. 


The Party promis- 
ed that it would try 
to ensure that the 
new generation of 
Malayans would not 
inherit a country 
riven by racial strife 
and communal hat- 
reds if it were elect- 
ed 

This was stated in a 
PAP policy statement 
entitled “Towards a 
Malayan Nation” read 
at two political rallies 
at Jalan Rimau, off 
Jalan Eunos, and at 
Nee Soon Road this 
afternoon. 

The statement was read 
in English by Mr. S. Raja- 
retnam and in Malay by 
Inche Roslan bin Hassan, a 
member of the PAP’s cen- 
tral executive committee, at 
Jalan Rimau, and in Chi- 
nese by Mr. Chan Chee 
Seng, PAP’s city division 
secretary, at Nee Soon. 


32 rallies 





The PAP broke all re- 
cords today by holding a 
total of 32 election rallies 
throughout the island. 

The PAP deciared that 
a merger of Singapore 
with the Federation was an 
essential part of the strug- 
gle to build a Malayan na- 
tion. 

Tne PAP ciaimed that 
the separation of the two 
territories was partly the 
result of communal fears 
by Malay leaders in the 
Federation that the accep- 
tance of Singapore would 
resuit in the Chinese be- 
ing in the majority. 

“The PAP will try to al- 
lay these fears by demon- 
strating to the best of our 
ability that Singapore pv- 
litics is not Chinese politics 
but Malayan politics and 
that its 1.500.000 people are 
inspired by love and loyalty 
for Malaya and Maluya 
alone,” the statement said. 


“The peopie of Singapore 
want merger. 
ot the Federation, in par- 
ticular the Malays, have 
been frightened into be- 
lieving that merger means 
Chinese domination. 


“Some of our political 
enemies have alleged that 
PAP is a stumbling block 
to merger because Our so- 
called ‘extremist’ attitude 
has frightened Federation 
leaders. 


“If what is ‘extreme’ is 
our political ideology —i-e. 
the ideology of democratic 
socialism— then merger is 
being refused not because 
there is doubt about our 
devotion to Malayan na- 
tionalism but because of 
our allegiance to a social- 
ist philosophy. 


‘Cover up’ 





“If our right wing opvo- 
nents are right in this. 
then it would be another 
illustration of our thesis 


that communalism is often 
used as a cloak to cover up 
class interests. 

“One defence against 
communalism is to stress 
that if people want to im- 
prove their economic lot 
they must do so by com- 
bining on a class and not 
a racial basis,” the PAP 
statement declared. 

“To this extent the PAP’s 
policy on trade unions to 
help openly in creating 
powerful and vigorous 
labour organisations is a 
major contribution to the 
defeat of communalism. 

“Similarly, our economic 
policy to provide more eco- 
nomic opportunities should 
help to blunt the commu- 
nal weapon. 

“By encouraging Malays, 
Chinese and Indian work- 
ers to fight effectively 


through non - communal 
unions and political parties 
we would be able to show 
our brothers in the Fede- 
ration that class and not 
race should be the basis 
for effective political act- 
ion. 

“We must, at the same 
time, ensure that the gene- 
ration now in schools does 
not become prey to the 
communal fears and myths 
of their fathers. 


“We can try to make 
things easier for the new 
generation of political lead- 
ers not only curbing the 
communal passions of the 
present generation, but also 
by seeing that our schools 
turn our men and women 
completely Malayan in out- 
look and completely  im- 
mune to the communai vi- 
Tus.”

SINGAPORE State UMNO tonight 

officially announced the dismissal as 
chairman of Dato Abdul Hamid bin 
Haji Jumat, “in order to maintain the 
good name of UMNO in the coming 
general election.” 


He remains a member of UMNO. 

The Chief Minister, Tun Lim Yew Hock, 
would not comment on the UMNO decision 
but said that Dato Abdul Hamid would re- 
main Minister of Local Government, Lands 
and Housing in his caretaker Government. 

The decision was made at a meeting of 15 
members of the state committee.

it was announced by UMNO publicity 
chief Inche Ali Alwi at 6.30 p.m.—about two 
hours after Tengku Abdul Rahman, presi- 
dent of UMNO, Malaya, had left ‘for Kuala 
Lumpur after attending a two-hour meeting 
of the committee in the morning. 

Inche Ali Alwi told the Straits Times: “We 
have decided to dismiss Dato Abdul Hamid as 
chairman of Singapore State UMNO. 

“The executive committee today endorsed its 
decision taken on April 18 to dismiss him as chair- 
man of UMNO in order to maintain the good 
name of UMNO in the coming general election 
and to strengthen the unity among UMNO 
members. 

“Dato Abdul Hamid can appeal to UMNO, 
Malaya, against our decision, It is provided in 
the UMNO constitution.” 


Not present at taiks 


Dato Abdul Hamid was not present at the 
meetings. Neither was he at the airport to wel- 
come the Tengku or send him off at 4.40 p.m. 
He was not available for comment. 

Inche Ali Alwi said: “The committee’s de- 
cision will be forwarded to Dato Abdul Hamid 
as soon as possible.” 





He alleged that Dato Abdul Hamid had acted 
against UMNO’s constitution, and added: “The 
reason is best known to himself.” 

Inche Ali Alwi explained that the state com-

Mr. Lee argued it was 
clearly impossible for Mr. 
Elias to preside over an in- 
quiry into the Council 
with the detachment he 
claimed because of his in- 
volvement in Council af- 
fairs 


New facts 





Mr. Lee also contended 
that new facts had come to 
light concerning allega- 
tions by Mr. Elias of ir- 
regularity in the handling 
of a tender he had filed 
with the Council and that 
these facts showed him to 
be a materia] witness whom 
he would advise Mr. Ong to 
put in the witness box at 
the Commission of In- 
quiry 

After stating that he 
would even go so far as wo 
say Mr. Elias had a pecuni- 
ary interest, Mr. Lee added: 

“No man, unless he doses

They were sitting down- 
stairs in the back row of 
the $2 seats when she saw 
Dato Abdul Hamid who was 
sitting immediately in front 
of her husband. 


In the course of a con- 
versation, Dato Hamid ask- 
ed for her husband’s ad- 
dress and Mr. Ong gave it 
to him on a slip of paper. 

Mrs. Ong’s affidavit re- 
ferred then to a visit by 
Dato Hamid to Mr. Ong at 
their home in Fair Drive 
one Or two weeks later at 
9.30 p.m., and said they 
were still talking when she 
left them and went to bed. 

In his affidavit from

He said that it made 
further reference to allega- 
tions which had been made 
in an affidavit by Mr. Lee 
Kim Yew. 

Mr. Lee Kuan Yew later 
made an application to 
cross-examine Mr. Elias but 
this was refused by the 
judge. 


Strictures 





At the resumption of the 
two-day hearing 
morning, Mr. J. E. 
said that he had _ been 
instructed by the former 
Chief Engineer, Water- 
works Extension. Mr.-W. S. 
Stredwick, who is now in 
New Zealand to appear be- 
fore the Commission of 
Inquiry. 

He said that he had seen 
reference in the Press to the 
Murnane Reservoir and the 
proposed commissioner’s 
connection with the council 
at the time when authority 
to spend money on it was or 
was not given. 


He said an inquiry was 
held by the City Council it- 
self into the circumstances 
under which that reservoir 
was built. Mr. Stredwick 
was concerned with that 
inquiry and strictures were 
made on him at that time. 


He had been instructed 
by Mr. Stredwick to appear 
before the commission, with 
particular reference to the 
inquiry into Murnane Re- 
servoir and the general 
terms of his employment 
with the council. He said 
he felt it right that the 
court should know he had 
these instructions.

Mr. Elias had believed 
that the Mayor’ was the 
chairman of the relevant

Mr. Lee said that the 
Mayor was ex-officio chair- 
man of all committees. If 
the Mayor had wanted to 
cast his vote in favour of 
Mr. Elias and had got the 
other councillors to do the 
same, Mr. Elias’ tender 
would have been accepted. 

“IT am instructeg that all 
tenders are secret and no- 
body is entitled to divulge 
information in respect of 
tenders already put in,” said 
Mr. Lee. referring to an- 
other passage in Mr. Elias’ 
affidavit. 


Mr. Elias saiq there that 
after the closing date for 
the tender, he had tele- 
phoneg the City Cougcil to 
inquire the result and was 
at first told that he had 
been successful in his 
tender for No. 9. Adam Park. 

He had subsequently as- 
certained from an official 
that his tender was in fact 
the highest effective tender 
but that since he had last 
inquired. the council had 
decided to offer the bunga- 
lows at Swiss Cottage to the 
Government and had with- 
drawn them from tender. 
In consequence the alter- 
native tender of a person 
who had _ submitted the 
highest tender for a bunga- 
low at Swiss Cottage Estate 
became effective and that 
tender was higher than his. 

Mr. Lee said that it was 
improper of Mr. Elias to 
have rung un an official in 
the council to obtain infor- 
mation about his tender.

It was concern- 
ed only with the working of 


the City Council since the 


present council took office 
in December 19657. 
Secondly, the commission 
would be concerned with 
whether there were any 
irregularities Or impropr.e 
ties with particular re 
ference to certain matters 
What the commission Is 
concerned with are those 
matters which are irregula 
or improper,” said Mr. Ibra 
him. ‘In my s 
commission will be concern 
ed with those acts of the 
council which may be 
shown to be against the law 


of the land. or a_ standing 
order of the council, or 
against an accepted rule or 


procedure. 

“The commission is not 
concerned with questions 
of high policy.” 

Mr. Ibrahim said _ that 
Mr. Lee had alleged there 
were three matters in which 
Mr. Elias was biased. 

The first concerned tend- 
ers. It was alleged that Mr 
Elias had become an inter- 
ested party in the proceed- 
ings. Mr. Ibrahim  submit- 
ted that there was no irre- 
gularity Or :‘mpropriety as 
regards Mr. Elias’ tender 
for a council house. 

The second allegation 
was that Mr. Elias. was a 
member of the former city 
council, that he had been 
attacked by the _ present 
counc:l, and that certain 
decisions of the old coun 
cil had been’ reversed by 
the present council. 

Mr. Ibrahim said that It 
appeared from Mr. Ong Eng 
Guan’s affidavit that there 
were hundreds of decisions 
in which Mr. El'as took a 
part. Of all these, only 
three or four had been 
brought before the court’s 
attention, Mr. Ibrahim said 

The third allegation was 
that certain views were ex- 
pressed by Mr. Elias. Mr. 
Ibrahim cited authorities to 
show that the mere expres- 
sion of views did not prove 
bias. 

The further affidavit filed 
this morning by Mr. Elias 
said that he did not accept 
as accurate certain state- 
ments made in an affidavit 
filed by Mr. Lee Kim Yew 
on April 20.

Dato Abdu] Hamid, who is Minister for 
Local Government, Lands and Housing, is 
now among eight candidates selected by the 
party to contest the election. 

A committee of 15 men, three from each 
of the five hitherto feuding divisions, will 
run the party in the period till the end of 
the election.

A new state executive committee will be 
elected after the polls. 

It was agreed to suspend certain de- 
cisions of the state committee and divisions. 

The six-hour conference was’ attended 
by two emissaries—the UMNO Malaya se- 
cretary-general, Inche Ismai] Yusoff, and 
the Federation Ambassador to Indonesia, 
Inche Senu bin Abdul Rahman—sent to 
Singapore by the Tengku. 

It was held at the former Arab Union 
hall in Serangoon Road under the chair- 
manship of Inche Abdul Samad bin Ismail. 
the permanent chairman of UMNO delegates 
conferences. 

The two emissaries had arrived from 
Kuala Lumpur to heal the split in Singa- 
pore UMNO.

The conference did not start until 11.05 
p.m. last night because Inche Ismail Yusoff 
had to persuade leaders from the South and 
East divisions to attend the meeting. 

He succeeded after two hours and the 
conference opened. 

The acting UMNO chairman, Inche Syed 
Ali Redha Alsagoff, wanted to knowif In- 
che Ahmad Jabri, who had been “expelled’ 
from his post of secretary-general, should 
be allowed to sit as a delegate. 

Finally it was agreed that this matter 
should not be discussed as it might lead to 
more controversial subjects.

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MR. BULLING RETIRES 
AFTER 36 YEARS 


SINGAPORE, Apr. 24. 
“ —Mr. A. E. Bulling, 
managing director ol 
the Kiwi Polish Com- 
pany (Malaya) Ltd., 
will leave Singapore 
next week on retire- 
ment to Britain, 

Mr. Bulling has been in the 
East for 36 years 29 of 
which were spent in China. 

His colourful experiences 
and tales of the past easily 


earn him a place in_ the 
select group of “old China 
hands.” 


Mr. Bulling, a spry 65, came 
to the Orient in 1923 as a 
subaltern in the Loyal Regi- 
ment. 

He was stationed in Tient- 


sin, China. He liked it so 
much that, when his regi- 
ment was transferred to 


India. he resigned his com- 
mission and returned, 

He went into the import- 
export business and soon 
owned a flourishing firm. 

He learnt Mandarin and 
learnt to “love the country 
and the people.” 

In 1949, he was right in the 
midst of the Communist re- 
volution “There was _ no 
fighting,” he said. “One 
minute I saw Kuomintang 
soldiers scampering past my 
window. The next minute 1 
saw Communist soldiers chas- 
ing them.” 

His house was hit by a 
shell. A bomb exploded in the 
basement, fragments of which 
hit Mr. Bulling 

He came to Singapore in 
1951 and became managing 
director of the Kiwi Polish 
Co. (Malaya) Ltd. “I will not 
retain any interests in the 
company,” he said. “I’ve lived 
well and can now have a 
fong long rest.” 

Of the industrial future of 
Singapore, he said: “One 
cannot predict anything. 
Everything depends on the

The Singapore People’s Alliance has nomin- 
ated 39 candidates and the Liberal Socialists, 32. 

The total is 194 — 160 candidates, including 
nine women, from 13 political parties and 34 in- 
dependents. 

The only clash of “giants” will be in Cairn- 
hill, where, as expected, the Chief Minister, Tun 
Lim Yew Hock (SPA), and the former Chief 
Minister, Mr. David Marshall, who is chairman 
of the Workers’ Party, are standing for election 
with two other contestants who are new to the 
political arena. 


Woman teacher in fight 





These are a2 woman teacher, Madam Oh Su 
Chen (PAP), and a businessman, Mr, Tan Keng 
Siong (Lib-Soc), son of prominent banker Mr. 
Tan Chin Tuan. 

The PAP secretary-general, Mr. Lee Kuan 
Yew, is expected to have an easy victory in a 
straight fight with ae Liberal Socialist candidate, 
Dr. Chinniah Subrahmanyam, in Tanjong Pagar. 

This is the PAP stronghold which returned 
Mr. Lee by an overwhelming majority in the 
1955 Legislative Assembly election. 

Ironically, the man who is opposing Mr. Lee 
this time was a founder member of the PAP, 
who has since switched over to the Libera] So- 
cialists. Dr. Subrahmanyam was formerly acting 
Professor of Pathology in the College of Medicine 
(1948-54), and ex-president of the University of 
Malaya Society. 

The former Mayor, Mr. Ong Eng Guan 
(PAP) has been nominated for Hong Lim, an- 
other PAP stronghold which returned him in 
the 1957 City Council elections. 


Dr. Toh in Rochore 


His opponents in a four-cornered fight are 
a merchant, Mr. Sim Wee Teck (SPA), a shop- 
keeper, Mr. Tan Hong Chye (Lib-Soc) and an- 
other merchant, Mr Loh Ngian Lin (MCA). 

The chairman of the PAP, Dr. Toh Chin 
Chye, who is standing for election for the first 
time, has chosen to contest the Rochore seat. 
He has two opponents, a clerk, Mr. Konnolil C. 
Thomas (SPA), and a dentist, Mr. Tan Soo Wan 
(Lib-Soc). 

As expected, all the PAP frontline workers 
and election campaign speakers in recent weeks 
also filed their nomination papers.

T is a curious con- 

vention which keeps 
the Singapore elec- 
torate in ignorance of 


who is’ standing for 
the Assembly, and in 
which constituency, 


until nomination day. 
No politician ever seems to 
nurse a constituency. In 
the Federation there are 
Legislative Councillors 
who have not been seen in 
their constituencies since 
election day nearly four 
years ago, but in Singa- 
pore it is difficult for an 
Assemblyman not to set 
foot in his constituency— 
unless Of course he never 
steps out of his car. 


The idea, however, of a can- 
didate getting a constitu- 
ency used to the notion 
that he would like to re- 
present it in the Assembly 
is unknown It would 


even seem to be the case 
that the average candid- 
ate and his party believe 
it is a marked advantage 
not to let the lucky con- 
stituency know anything 
about it until the last pos- 
sible moment. 

Yet there must be more to 
it than this. The party 
“giants” possibly subscribe 
to this convention to avoid 
the risk of special chal- 
lenge, but this does not 
really make sense for if 
giant wants to avoid giant 
the only certain way of 
achieving it is to announce 
the (constituency — and 
keep another nomination 
paper handy in case of a 
doubie cross. 

There have been so many 
double crosses in the past 
few weeks that by sheer 
force of habit a lot of bal- 
lot papers obviously are 
going to be spoilt come 
election day.

RECIOUS little is left of

A VERY inadequate ac- 
count of the misfor- 


tunes of the Malayan Co- 
operative Wholesale So- 


ciety seems to have been 
given to Federal Council- 
lors when they were asked 


to approve the writing off 
of losses totalling $1,200,- 
000 

Inche Aziz, the Minister of 
Agriculture, blamed a 


former general manager 
of the Society who left 
Malaya in 1955. It has 
taken rather longer than 


it should to clean up the 
mess, for the money was 
lost two years before that, 
when enthusiasm for re- 
tail co-operatives petered 
out for a while and a 
well-intentioned scheme 
to attack the cost of liv- 
ing foundered 

The Government put up the 
money in 1951, a time of 
rising prices as the Ko- 
rean War rubber boom 
began to have its curious- 
ly inflationary effect. 
The C.W.S, in turn lent 
the money to retail co- 
op shops whose numbers 
were practically doubled. 

Many of the retail co-ops 
gave extended credit, and 
were soon in difficulties. 
Some went elsewhere 
than to the C.WS, for 
their goods, buying at 
higher prices for induce- 
ments which the Com- 
missioner of Co-operative 
Development and the 
Registrar of Co-operative 
Societies agreed constitut- 
ed “flagrant corruption.” 

Occasionally whole com- 
mittees were involved al- 
though, as the Commis- 
sioner pointed out, brib- 
ing an entire committee 
Was expensive. Less was 
heard of mistakes by the 
management of the 
C.W.S., but apparently 
there were large pur- 
chases of goods which did 
not sell very well. Alto- 
gether it has been obvious 
for two or three years 
that as long as the C.W‘S. 
had this Government loan 
round its neck it could 
not expect to get back 
cn its feet. 

Smaller sums have been 
written off from time to 
time, and while it is dif- 
ficult to trace the true 
total it probably is half 
a million dollars more 
than the figure given the 
Counci] on Wednesday. 

It is good to hear from the 
Minister that the co-ops 
are now doing better, but 
it has been a sorry story 
and for everyone’s sake, 
not least the  depart-

—are to shift their headquarters from Singapore to the Federation 

of Malaya. Their rubber estates are north of the Causeway. 

In almost identical circulars to shareholders, the directors of the 
companies state that while there are still good reasons for, and advan- 
tages to be gained by, administering the companies from Singapore, 
circumstances have changed considerably. 


The new move is to 
give “formal recognition” 
to the fact that the com- 
panies’ estates are in 
the Federation of Ma- 


laya, according to the 
circulars. 
In the case of Ayer 


Panas, Pajam and Glenea- 
ly, the new companies will 
take over all the assets of 
the existing companies and 
shareholders will have the 
same amount of stock in 
the new companies as they 
did in the old.

In the case of Kluang, 
the new company—Kluang 
Rubber Company (Malaya) 


Ltd—will be registered 
with a nomina)] value of 
$5 million. 

The circulars say that 


when the companies were 
formed, Singapore was the 
main source of finance and 
it was found convenient 
to have the seat of ad- 
ministration here—in close 
touch with the banks, the 
agency houses, the shipping 
and insurance companies 
end the rubber market. 

In order to give share- 
holders the benefit of the 
accumulated profit of the 
old companies, the direc- 
tors are recommending 
maximum dividends and 
interim dividends that can 
be paid out of available 
cash reserves after setting 
aside the minimum liquid 
working capital required by 
the new companies.
